NO LONGER AN ISLAND.

London * 

Mr. TENNANT—Yea, there is. 

Mr. GRIFFITH said he understood the 
right hon gentleman to say that there was 
adequate accommedation fer aeroplanes to 
land at night in the dark in the neighbour- 
hood of London. 

Mr. TENNANT—I never said adequate. | 
said some. 

Mr. GRIF FITH—Inadequate accommodation.

Sin,—I observe in yesterday's [ru Times 
a petgiction that, when the war is over, there 
will be no more Free Trade—that military 
necessity has killed it. It is quite trae that 
the war has interfered with freedom of trade, 
just as it has interfered with freedom of ligne 
ing and freedom of the Press. But very few 
sensible people believe that darkened London 
and toe Censorship will continue in time of 
pees. I see no reason why restrictions upou 
reedom of import should either. 

The unthinking person is far too fond of 
saying, about the changes the war has brought 
that they have “‘ come to stay.” One journ 
says that Socialism has made great strides, 
because we have socialised our war workshops. 
Another declares that the new position of 
women has “come to stay,” because they 
have been utilised in the temporary absence of 
the men. A moment's thought would siggest 
that all the socialistic measures of the ijast 
decade have been made possible by the im 
mense growth of capital, and that the im- 
mense shortage of this after the war will 
make all such legislation impossible. I think 
there are overwhelming reasons for supposing 
that the economic position of women will be 
far worse after the war 

imamense drain of capital will mean 
that all wages will go as near starvation point 
as possible. Most of the ta will go 
preferentially to the returned soldier. Every 
country in Europe will want more men and 
fewer women; and this will lead to a steeper 
inequality of payment.
